This expenditure of .almost $10,000,000 per year for new equipment and S26.- 


000,000 per year for upkeep emphasizes the earnest and continuous effort to meet 
the public requirements. 


Purchases for the year 1923 are larg er than usual. In 1922 there was moved 


2,448,000. carloads of freight, of which 1,704,000 were loaded on its lines, an aver- 
age of 31 carloads for each car—a real achievement. It required 448,871.816 
car miles to deliver this at destination and required 223,030,650 miles of empty 
\haul to move cars from points of unloading to points of loading.

Experience shows that over one-half of the time taken for handling freight 
is used for loading- and unloading, and if this be done promptly there is more than 
sufficient equipment to handle the traffic of the country. 


To the extent of our financial ability and with faith in the future, we have 


made these expenditures for new cars, and locomotives and for the repairing and 
maintaining of o,ur equipment in service. 
Our faith in the American people, and 


our duty..,to our patronsvcompel this action. 
The splendid co-operation of our 


shippers in prompt .loading and.unloading of cars, coupled with the effective service 
of our employes will enable us to make full use of our increased facilities in our 
effort to move satisfactorily all traffic offered us.

Here Is Summary of Work Done 
by Rockefeller Foundation in 
1922; 
Made Medical Surveys 


NEW YORK.—A review of the work of the Rockefeller Foundation 


in 1922, written by its president, George E. Vincent, will be issued shortly. 
As the close of -the year brought the. Foundation almost to the completion 
of its first decenni'um, a resume of the activities of the organization since 
its establishment in 1913 has been included in the annual report. 


In parts of the Review made public today, the work done by the 


Foundation in 1922 directly and through its departmental agencies—the 


_ International Health Board, the China Medical Board, and the Division of 
Medical Education—is summarized as follows: 
During the year 1922 the Rockfeller Foundation 
Endowed chairs of medicine and of surgery in Hongkong University; . 
Pledged $1,125,000 toward new buildings for the College of Medicine cf 
the State University of Iowa; 
Contributed to the current maintenance of two medical schools in Canada; 
Completed the buildings, strengthened the faculty and wholly financed 


the Peking Union Medical College; 


Agreed to appropriate $300,000 toward laboratories and premedical teach- 


ing, in two Chinese institutions and in one missionary university in 
Peking; 


Helped 19 hospitals in China to increase their efficiency in the care of 


patients and in the further training of doctors and nurses; 


Promised to co-operate in the rebuilding and reorganization of the med- 


ical school of Sao Paulo, Brazil, and of the medical school of Siam in 
Bangkok; 


Made a survey of medical schools in Austria, Czechoslovakia, Germany, 


Hungary. Poland, and Switzerland, and studies of English and Scotch 
methods of clinical teaching; 


Sent eminent medical men as visiting professors or consulting officers to 


China, the Philippines, Brazil and Salvador; 


Arranged fir a commission of medical scientists from Strasbourg to visit 
. the United States and England; 
Gave emergency aid in the form of medical literature, laboratory supplies 


and apparatus, fellowships and stipends to promising investigators and 
teachers in the Pastern- Institute of Paris and in many other European 
centers; 


Pledged two million dollars toward the site, building, and equipment of a 


school cf hygiene in London; 


Co-operated with state boards of health in maintaining institutes and in- 


struction for health workers; 
Shared in malaria control in 34 county-wide and 3_2 town demonstrations 


in ten Southern states and continued field studies and- surveys _in the 
United States, Porto Rico, Nicaragua, Brazil, Palestine, Australia, and 
the Philippines; 


Co-operated with the Mexican and other governments in steadily restncu- 


ing the prevalence of yellow fever; 


Hesurveyed ceniers'of hookworm infection in four Southern States, and 


carried on control work in 21 foreign governmental areas; 


Took part in promoting full-time health service in 163 counties in 18 


states of the United States, and in several counties in Brazil; 


Agreed to support for five years the disease-reporting service and for 


three years the international exchange of health personnel program of 
the Health Section of the League of Nations; 


Provided fellowships in public health, medicine, nursing-, chemistry, and 


physic? to 237 advanced students from 23 countries: 


By consultation and providing of personnel aided public health adminis- 


"-ration in the United States, Australia, Brazil, Canada, Central Amer- 
ica. Czechoslovakia, France, the Philippines; 


Contributed to mental hygiene projects, demonstrations ir. dispensary 


administration, hospital information service, surveys of nursing educa- 
tion and hosrntnl management, the organization of tuberculosis work 
in France, the training "of French health visitors, and other undertak- 
ings in the fields of public health and medical education.

imprints of the fingers and thumbs | thing new. 
which pressed the clap into the hut 
walls. The clay was used1 to keep 
out wir.d and rain. It is believed the 


hut accidentally caught fire, caus- 
ing the clay to be baked. 


The men who lived in such huts 


were iboth hunters and fishermen. 
TEey had rude boats which were, 
used in gathering oysters and' oth- 
er shellfish. 


Wild bulls and boars were among 


the favorite victims of the old Dan- 
ish hunters.

Detective Agency Lobby

IG business in the state is putting 


pressure on members of the legisla- 


ture against the bill to regulate private 
detective agencies. The detective agencies 
are enlisting the aid of thetr clients by 
telling them that the chance of big busi- 
ness interests to break strikes will be 
gone if the agencies are put out of busi- 
ness. 


Letter:: have also been, sent to the dis- 


trict attorneys of the state by detective 
agencies asking the support of the dis- 
trict attorneys against the detective 
agency bill. In reply to one of these let- 
ters the following reply was sent by 
George W. Lippert of Wausau, district 
attorney of Marathon county:

The Corporations Auxiliary Co., 
Merchants ar.d Manufacturers Bank Bldg., 
Milwaukee,. Wisconsin. 
Gentlemen: 


I have your letter of May 15th, addressed 


to be as "personal and confidential" with refer- 
ence to Bill Xo. 687, A., the private detective 
bill, now up in the legislature at Madison. 
You ask me to use my influence to kill the 
bill. I am not going to do anything of the 
kind, and I am going to tell you why I am 
oppoEed to killing that bill. 


The first thing that doesn't strike me very 


•well in your letter is that in the very first 
paragraph of your letter you say that the bill 
•was "introduced by one of the Socialist assem- 
blymen," intended of course, to at once, from 
the very outset, bias the mind of the reader. 
This is typical of certain opponents of prog- 
ress in this country. I have run up against 
it before. 
It is dorse for no other_ purpose 


than to prejudice the 
mind of the reader. 


Very poor tactics, indeed! 


You say that suc-h a statute would1 seriously 


handicap the distri:t attorneys. It would not. 
It is high time that we find out whom district 
attorneys are employing to help them solve 
mysteries. 
I have had some experience with 


private detective agencies, and I want to tell 
you right off the bat, that I have found the 
remedy to be wor.se thrn the disease. 
Of all 


the deceit, camouflage, twisting of the facts, 
that I have ever run across, I have found it 
among certain detective agencies. 
The mud- 


dle and mess made by these fellows was, by 
far, worse than the thing I was trying to cure. 


Certain, these fellows ought to register and 


make their identity known. Why not? 
Should 


they be afraid to let the district attorney, the 
sheriff and all the other officials 
know who 


they are? 
Are they any different than any- 


body else? 
The sheriff, before he is elected, 


has to submit himself to the acid test of the 
voters. 
Every official who enforces the law 


has to do that. Why shouldn't private detec- 
tives, who too often pervert the truth, and 
•who commonly are known to twist the facts 
to gain results, let their identity known? 
If 


they are honest and on the square, they do 
not have to be ashamed of themselves. 


F*.'sonally, I think that we should very dras- 


tically regulate, and even prohibit such agen- 
cies. If not by a Federal law, then certainly 
the states should pass laws. 
You talk about, 


radicalism; certainly, from what I know of 
detective agencies, they breed radicalism. 
I 


have even known them to manufacture evi- 
dence that would breed radicalism. At best, 
I h*v«i -not found them very satisfactory. 


1 hop* that the bill will pass, because I am 


positively sure that -we can get along without 
the kind of detective: agencies that has to , 
sneak around in the dark, afraid .to reveal its 
identity, and which is afraid to come out in 
the open.

AssemWy Bill 741, which is creating -wi<ie in- 
terest in railroad and other circles, -wfll take 
place at 2 o'clock this afternoon before the 
assembly committee on transportation. 


The measure has for its purpose the abol- 


ishment of "free passes" on railroads by em- 
employes and all others now accustomed to 
their use or indulgence. 


The bill exacts that not only thise engaged 


in the physical operation of railroida, froon 
the president do^/n to the "call boy," but that 
all others who, by-legislative enactment have, 
by one method or-another, been permitted' to 
ride free on -the railroads, within this state, 
shall be deprived of such privileges. 


As far as t'he employes of railroads are 


concerned this denial operates against them 
only, however, when traveling for what 
is 


termed in the bill as "social"'purposes, there- 
by indicating or meaning when, traveling for 
purposes wholly disassociated from their du- 
ties to a railroad company. 


The custom now is that when .any employe 


or any member or members of his family from 
the president down to the "call boy," decide 
it would .be agreeable to take a free, .side trip 
on the railroad, by. which they are employed 
for a social visit'to friends, or on business 
pureljt- personal to themselves and wholly dis- 
associated with t'he needs of the operation of 
the railroads, the matter is simply arranged 
by applying to those clothed .with power to is- 
sue passes on the .railroad and the anticipa- 
tion soon becomes a realization. Either an an- 
nual pass is c-sed by those enjoying them, or a 
trip pass, is provided for those who do not and 
•vwsh to travel. 


' By the passage of the pending bill this free 


tripping will become only a memory for those 
now indulging in fit. The bill, however, pro- 
vides the same treatment in this respect for 
the president, general manager, their fam- 
ilies and friends, and all "high-up" 
officials 


of a railroad, who may do it by special train, 
1hat.it does for the so-called "section men," 
who keep tracks in repair, or for any lesser 
employe, Yio. matter how humble his services 
may be for the railroad with -which he is 
connected. 


There has been considerable speculation as 


to the source or authorship of the measure. It 
came into being in the assembly at a commit- 
tee bill through the committee on Insurance 
and Banking, a.bout four weeks ago. It is ex- 
pected on the hearing that its parentage will 
be openly asserted, however, it has been nois- 
ed abroad that earlier effort to legislate in a 
manner compelling railroads to issu-e passes 
mandatorily to a wide field of ex-railway em- 
ployes and their families sponsored by the 
railway 
brotherhood 
representatives, 
may 


have been inspiration to this ra~ther direct and 
positive solution of the 
railway 
free 
pass 


question. 


The introduction of the measure has broug-ht 


out much discussion about a privileged class 
the present use.of railroad free .passes creates, 
that class riding free, being privileged 
be- 


yond all others. It is even argued that were 
those lading free to pay for their rides, such 
revenue realized, were they to travel as ex- 
tensively as they now do, would do much to 
make it possible for reduction in passenger 
railway tariffs for all those who .now pay for 
1heir rides. The free pass practice is argued, 
•by these who pay their fares, as- instituting 
a "special privilege" enjoyed by certain class- 
es at the expense of those who ride on rail- 
roads and are re-quired to pay for doing so.

ibetween railroads also, to those who wish to 
employ them between points wholly within 
'the state of Wisconsin. It is drawn so as to 
'make its application only within the state of 
Wisconsin, since it can have, no application 
'.o interstate commerce, which finds its power 
tof regulation cf rates and free passes resting 
f.n congressional legislation. 
However, all 


'railroads operating wholly withrin Wisconsin, 
k>r roads operating partly without and partly 
Kvithin this stat«', will.be pr'ohi'bited from is- 
»3uing free passes for t'he class of travel above 
indicated from one point to another point, both 
'of which are within t'h& state of Wisconsin. In 
'.his respect it is said it will cut off a large 
Is.Trount cf free riding if enacted' and produce 
heveni-.es that may lead to lower railroad 
tares.—Backer of the Bill.
